Clay Frick died here to day. 
He suf­ 
fered an attack of ptomaine poisoning 
early In November. 
He had nearly 
recovered 
when complications 
de­ 
veloped. 
He was 69 yearn of age. 
Financiers familiar with Mr. Frick’s 
interests estimated to-day that 
his 
fortune wa* not lees than $200,000,- 
000. 
It is aaid he was one of 
tile 
largest individual holders of Liberty 
and Victory bonds. 
The career of Henry Clay 
Frick 
Ka* formed one of the most fascinat­ 
ing chapters in the romance of in- 
duitry in the United States. 
At ten, 
a boy on a farm in a family of only 
ordinary meant, he was, at sixty, a 
man of so many 
millions th at 
his 
fortune, like 
those of Carnegie and 
Rockefeller, was largely a m atter of 
guess-work even to himself. 
Mr. Frick built 
up the 
greatest 
coke business 
in the world, and ac­ 
quired such vast interests in steel that 
he Wf* also one of the principal mag­ 
nets in that industry, and in rounding 
out his career he became known as 
one of the world’s greatest collectors 
of master paintings. 
Mr. Prick was born December 19, 
1849, at West Overton, Pa. 
This vil­ 
lage was named 
after the m aternal 
grandfather 
of Mr. Prick, 
Abram 
Overholt, whose original family name 
was Oberholtzer, and who settled in 
Western 
Pennsylvania 
when 
that 
region was regarded as the frontier 
of civilisation. 
The iron 
masters of Pittsburgh 
were just beginning to appreciate the 
.value 
of coke 
for their 
furnaces. 
Young Frick had an opportunity to 
acquire a limited interest in a plant 
near Broadford, and out of the profits 
of this he 
acquired other build,ngs. 
^a later joined a company to build a 
railroad to 
penetrate the 
Conncls- 
ville coke 
region, and in 1871, 
th*- 
year 
this road 
was opined, 
Mr. 
Frick organized 
the corporation 
of 
Frick and 
Company, which brought 
coal land and coke ovens in the Con 
Helmville region. 
That was the basis 
df the Frick fortune. 
In the midst of this period 
there 
came the panic of ’73 and the financial 
crash of many 
ambitious operators. 
At a sheriff’! sale Mr. 
Frick pur­ 
chased additional tracts of coal land 
and ovens, and a few years later the 
Meltons, powerful Pittsburgh bankers, 
became interested 
in the expanding 
enterprise of the young operator. 
The 
Carnegies, 
then 
developing 
their great steel business 
in P i^s- 
burgh, had taken large holdings 
in 
the Ffick coke company, and in 1882 
Mr. Frick found the Carnegie broth­ 
er! willing to admit him as a member 
of their firm in consideration of his 
giving them further interests in his 
coke business. 
It 
was 
thus 
Mr. 
Frick became alto a great m anufac­ 
turer of steel.
